The  Russians  are  presistent. 
They  failed  in  1948.  Now,  11 
years  later,  they  revise  tactics, 
but  keep  the  same  old  goal. 

Like  Stalin,  Khrushchev  would 
like  to  isolate  all  of  his  Eastern 
Europe  empire  from  Western  ec- 
onomic ties.  And  Berlin  is  part 
of  the  plan.  It  must  be  made  de- 
pendent on  Russia. 

In  1948  the  USSR  wanted  a 
Russian-controlled  currency  in 
Berlin.  This  would  protect  it 
from  an  “untenable  situation,” 
which  would  arise  if  West  Ger- 
man currency  were  to  be  used  in 
this  Communist-surrounded  “city 
divided  against  itself.” 

■ Today,  the  Soviets  want  to 
make  East  German  a “sover- 
eign” state,  and  to  turn  Berlin 
into  a “free”  demilitarized  city 
within  its  borders. 

They  threaten  to  conclude  a 
separate  peace  treaty  with  East 
Germany  on  July  27,  in  spite  of 
the  Potsdam  Agreement  to  oc- 
cupy Germany  until  a solution 
to  the  whole  problem  of  German 
unification  can  be  solved. 

Once  the  Russians  sign  a treaty 
with  East  Germany,  it  then  be- 
comes “sovereign.”  The  Berlin 
entry  check-points  will  be  man- 
ned by  East  Germans.  If  the  gov- 
ernment then  decides  to  close  its 
borders  to  Berlin-bound  traffic, 
it  will  be  within  its  sovereign 
rights,  say  the  Soviets. 

Nikita  Khrushchev  had  this  in 
mind,  Thursday,  in  Leipzig, 
when  he  warned  that  once  he 
has  signed  a separate  treaty  with 
the  East  German  Communists, 
“the  West  will  have  no  further 
legal  rights  in  Berlin,  so  far  as

the  Soviet  bloc  is  concerned. 

A “free  ’ demilitarized  city 
surrounded  by  Communists, 
cut  off  from  Western  influ- 
ence, would  soon  become  ec- 
onomically (if  not  politically) 
tied  to  the  Communist  regime. 
Thus,  the  Russians  would  have 
accomplished  what  they  set 
out  to  do  11  years  ago. 

If  Berlin  were  to  be  block- 
aded, would  the  allied  powers 
immediately  attempt  to  force  a 
breakthrough?  Or  would  they 
negotiate  in  an  effort  to  avert 
triggering  World  War  III? 
Nobody  knows. 

Free  Berlin  is  prepared,  how- 
ever, to  take  care  of  itself  six  to 
eight  months,  in  event  a peace- 
ful solution  through  diplomacy 
were  attempted.  Latest  public 
figures,  released  by  UPI,  show 
that  Berliners  have  already  stor- 
ed $200  million  worth  of  essen- 
tial supplies. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Com- 
munists may  not  even  try  to 
block  the  city.  Recent  retreats 
made  by  Khrushchev  may  indi- 
caate  that  his  “get  tough”  atti- 
tude is  failing  in  the  face  of  un- 
yielding American  policy. 

The  Soviet  chief  first  backed 
down  from  his  original  de- 
mand for  “summit”  talks.  Last 
week,  Khrushchev  indicated 
that  Russia  would  agree  to 
U.  S.  proposals  for  a Foreign 
Ministers  Conferense,  provid- 
ed they  paved  the  way  for  a 
top  level  meeting  of  the  heads 
of  states. 

This  is  in  line  with  Pres.  Eisen- 
hower’s demand  that  a prelim- 
inary meeting  should  make  pre- 
parations for  the  “summit”  con- 
ference.
